When it was ascertained that the Convention 
had met at the house of the Rev. T. B. Hurlbut, 
the mob of the previous day repaired there, 
armed with bowie-knives, sword-canes and pis- 
tols. U. F. Linder, State's Attoraey, was at its 
nead. They filled the yard. They besieged the 
door. Their faces pressed against the window- 
panes, Mr. Hurlout went out and asked the 
gentlemen“ what it was they wished? Linder 
replied, ‘‘ We wish to go in.” Mr. Huribut an- 
swered, * You cannot go in unless you break 
in.” Linder, in a most excited manner said, 
Wo will break your damned head.” Very well, 
said Mr. H., * you ean duo so if you ehoose, but 
you * go — Rome § mob continued threa 
ening, those wi house calmly proceeding 
With business. r ; 

In the meantime, gentlemen of Upper Aiton, 
neighbors and friends of the besieged household, 
gathered round at no great distance to watch 
results; and, as the mob truly interpreted, to 
prevent their doing violence. It was tuen pro- 
posed by some one of the assailants that they 
adjourn to a britk schocl-house not far 
distant. There they went, and debated 
whether they ehould break down the 
doors and force an entrance into 
the house. Linder was questioned as to the law. 
He read it to them, that A man's house is his 
castle, eto.“ Still, there was a strong determi- 
nation to bfeak in. Some one in the closely 
packed school-house, amid the confusion, it was 
never known whom, arrested their attention by 
the statement, ‘‘There are sixty armed men in 
the house.” This seemed to put a new phase on 
affairs. Their zeal began to cool, and in the end 
they closed proceedings by passing a vote that 
A certain stone house in Upper Alton should 
be torn down.” As to these armed men,” no 
one ever knew whether it was friend or foe that 
ga vo the information, but most probably a friend, 
though, like the famed Falstaff, no one save 
himself ever saw these armed men.” 

To follow out this story of a certain stone 
house, the owner who rented it to Mr. H. with 
the understanding that he should occupy it as 
long as be should wish, and who was personally 
friendly to Mr. H., nevertheless requested him 
to vacate it, wishing, as he stated, to occupy it 
himself. On inquiry, nO vacant house could be 
found, so Mr. H. fitted up to some extent a log 
cabin that stood on his own premises, and where 
their child of 3 years would amuse herseif, as she 
lay at night, looking through the crevices of the 
roof, with repeating 

Twinkle, twinkle, little star, 
How I wonder what you are, ete, 

The door was never fastened. There was no 
weapon of defense about the dwelling. It could 
have been pulled down with fish-hooks. But, 
save threats and some brickbats, it remained un- 


, molested. 


This entire abandonment of self-defense was 
no renunciation of the principle. it was simply 
accepting the situation of helplessness as it ex- 
ist under the Divine providence. 

TO RETURX TO OUR SOCIETY, 

the officers elected were Elihu Wolcott, of Jack- 
sonville, Presideut. The Vice-Presidents were 
the Rev. Hubbell Loomis, Upper Alton; H. H. 
Snow. Quincy; Thomas Galt, Sangamon County; 
and Aaron Russell, of Peoria. The Board o 
Managers consisted of twelve names, C. W. Hun- 
ter being the second name. The Executive Com- 
mittee were all residents of Alton, and consisted 
of the Rev. E. P. Lovejoy, the Rev. T. B. Hurl- 
but, the Rev. Hubbell mis, C. W. Hunter, and 
Julius A. Willard. 

Iu looking over the names that constitute this 
first State Anti-Slavery Society, it is a matter of 
surprise that so many of them were clergymen. 
It will be noticed that the majority of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee were ministers. And it may 
not be amis here to affirm that, whatever mar 
have been true elsewhere, in Illinois the Church 
was not the buiwark of slavery. 

UNDERGROUND RAILROAD. 

As to aiding slaves in their attempt to escape, 
when that attempt was fairly undertaken by 
themseives, there existed little difference of 
opinion among Anti-Slavery men. Indeed, the 
best of Whigs or Democrats either, could hardly 
be trusted if a flying tugitive was tùhrowu direvtly 
in his path,—to tae honor of buman nature be it 
spoken. There are Abolitionists in this State 
who will remember the incident concerning two 
little girls whom their mother succeeded in tak- 
ing safely from St. Louis to a little townin La- 
Salle County. They rested a day or two in the 
village, and spent an evening at the 
house of a certain Judge. As the chil- 
dren were very sprightly, they were taken 
from the kitchen into the parlor, and performed 
their little antics greatly to the entertainment of 
the expounder of the law. They went on their 
way. But the very next week they were taken 
back through the same town, hunted, captured 
fugitives. Whenthe august Judge heard the 
fact he wept like achild. Strange to relate, the 
Democratic party bas to bear the disgrace of 
those tears to this day. The Church, too, so 
often declared favorable to slavery, if broken 
up into individuals, would play the Fugitive- 
Slave law most falsely. t 

IN A CEBTAIN LOCALITY 
in this State there was a gathering of the whole 
prairie around fora temperance meeting. Among 
the speakers were two young clergymen from 
the county-seat, both of them talen both 
good men and intent on usefulness. Neither of 
tbem, for any consideration, would have thrown 


away their power of doing good by allowing the 


faintest smell of Abolition in their garments. 
They passed the night at a house which had the 
reputation of being in close  prox- 
imity to the Underground Railroad. Con- 
versation turned upon that subject, 
and the Methodist minister inquired of 
his hostess if she had ever seen any of the fu- 
gitives? It was getting late in the evening, per- 
haps 11 o'clock. e moon was at its full. The 
sound of a heavy two-horse wagon was nearing 
the timber, and drove up to aneighboring house. 
She replied, I think a train has come in.” 
Both ministers rushed out, and soon came back, 
ushering in all the passengers, shaking, hands, 
laughing, and shouting as though they had been 
at a camp-meeting,—the Congregationalist quite 
as rapturously as the Methodist minister. They 
seated them round the fire; they piled on 
wood; and it was not until some time had 
elapsed that the young divines learned that they 
— not taken the passengers into the right 
depot. Another little circumstance I will men- 


tion in connection with this station. Some per- 


sons had been indicted. More had been threat- 
ened, when this same two-horse wagon came in. 
freighted in the usual way, but driven by a young 
lady. 

she came, so she said, to learn the way, 
that, when the men were all in jail, she might 
run the train. This, of course, was far north of 
Alton, but at that point, had the passengers 
taken the cays, they would have been arrested. 
Thus, no genuine Anti-Slavery man could with- 
hold the cup of cold water from him already on 
his way, although there was a diversity of opin- 
ion as to the propriety or expediency of + 
mending flight to a slave. Those living in the 
Slave States, or on their borders, were on terms 
of social intercourse with the more humane mas- 
ters. They felt it a violation of the social com- 
pact to ‘‘ tamper b 
servants. They regarded it as dishonorable. 

A large class was in doubt whether the average 
slave would find himself happier, an escaped 
fugitive, with all the ills that condition em- 
braced; seperation from kindred, uncertain 
means of livelihood, entire 1 of a free- 
man’s life, and more than all, the risk of recap- 
ture, with its fearful consequences. This class

The wagon 
came into a strip of timber. There was a eud- 
den turn in the road, the slaves, unperceived, 
leaped into the bushes, and tue wagon still drove 
iuriously on. On, on it went for mi the 
pursuers sometimes near enough to disc 8 
their pistols into it. They approached Macou- 
— eek, wheh the driver turned into the 

ushes, leaped from his wagon and escaped un- 
hurt. The pursuers came up, but save 4 few 
bullet holes in its top, the Wagon contained no 
proof of having aided in the escape of slaves. 

‘he pursuers went on a few miles to Chester- 
field, but they learned nothing more. 
A CASE, UNLIKE ANY OTHER 

that ever occurred at this point, I will mention. 
A man by the name of John Benson called on 
an elder in the Presbyterian Church, who had 
known him some time previous, as 4 meinber of 
Dr. Neleon's Mission School, the same 
school. that contained Works and Thomp- 
son. He recalled himself to the Elder’s memory, 
expressed great feeling in regard to slavery, and 
finally stated that a woman with her child was 
wishing to escape to her husband, now in Cana- 
da, and e had engaged to aid her, and had come 
to Alton to know how it could be best accom- 
plished. The Elder introduced him to a promi- 
nent well-known Anti-Slavery man. son 
stopped to breakfast. He restated the subject 
of coming, and the facts suggested a case to 
the host in which he had feli a great interest for 
months. 

A young man from St. Charles, Mo., esca 
to Canada. He learned to both read and write, 
and in eleven months returned to St. Charles, 
thrusting his head into the lion’s mouth in the 
vain hope of rescuing his wife. He was detect- 
ed, and obliged to escape without her even know- 
ing that he was there. In this gentleman’s 
family he lead in prayer. His anguish seemed 
unutterable. Mr. and his family became 
deeply interested in the young man, and told 
him if he wouid write to his wife, should any 
opportunity offer, they would get the letter to 
ite destination. The letter seemed so wonderful 
an effort, that a copy was taken, but unfortu- 
nately has since been lost. 8 

He proved ¥ to be written by himself by tell- 
ing her the place and time of their marriage; 
thé name and age of their child, and recalled 
conversations between themselves which could 
not have been overheard. He described her 
clothing, a ring he had given her, and their last 
parting when she fainted in his arms. He ac- 
companied the letter by a vest which he wore at 
their wedding, and begged her not to doubt, but 
to know it was her own husband that addressed 
her, and urged her coming to him. 

This seemed the very opportunity to send the 
letter and vest, which Benson offered to take, 
saying that. if the young wife wisbed to go 
North, she could accompany the persons already 
in his charge. He was introduced to Maj, Hun- 
ter, and the latter, whose provident care often 
extended quite a distance, engaged to see to 
their safety. A particular time was agreed tipon 
when Benson was to bring them to Alton. 

They did not come at that time. An article 
appeared in a St. Louis paper, some state- 
ments of which Mr. —— considered must 
have come from Benson. He consulted with 
— 4 Hunter. The colored people placed 

confidence in the man. But, while they 
were talking of him Benson came up. The two 
told him their suspicions. They were at once 
convinced they were right, and Maj. Hunter 
ve him his opinion with such characteristic 
irectness that he was very glad to leave. It 
appeared that this same fellow had been operat- 
ing at different points for some time—playiug 
the double game of receiving money from the 
slaves for getting them away, and money from 
their masters by recovering their lost slaves, 
Whether Richard and Maria have ever met is not 
known, but since emancipation, many strange 
reunions have taken place, and his prayers may 
have been answered in a way he did not pro- 

pose. 

THE LIBERTY PARTY. 

The Liberty party of Lilinois, as of the other 
States, was largely drawu from the Whig ranks. 
No one who bas not experienced it, can well con- 
ceive what it costs a true man to forswear his par- 
ty affiliation ; to forsake those with whom he has 
long struggled; whose victories and defeats he 
has alike shared; and whose leaders have been, 
like the chieftain to bis clan, objects of almost 
idolatrous regard. With what paindid many a 
heart turn from Henry Clay. I remember well 
hearing Maj. Hunter say that one of the hardest 
things he ever brought himself to do, was to 
vote against William Henry Harrison, his old 
General and warm personal friend.

NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR. 

Maj. Hunter was nominated as the Liberty 
Party candidate for Governor in 1844. It has 
recently been stated that the nomination of 
Maj. Hunter defeated the Whig candidate for 
Governor, and decided the victory which 
the Democrats obtained. This may 
or may not be a mistake. But it has never been 
disputed that, in a previous campaign, the large 
defection of Anti-Slavery Whigs changed the re- 
sult of the election. The Hon. Frederic Collins 
was candidate for Lieutenant-Governor on the

rather more than 1,000 votes, the other some- 
what less. The number of votes lied seems 
inconsiderable. But every one told. There was 
not a vote that did not represent earnest, firm 
conviction. No ring made the nominations. No 
political intrigues bargained or sold.

Ce-education and Health-Beef vs. 
; Bonbons—College Convention.

Here, at Oberlin, the two problems of 

HEALTH AND CO-EDUCATION 
have been undergoing a thirty years’ experi- 
ment; and the results should certainly have 
some weight in the consideration of these vexed 
questions. This is doubly true when we consid- 
er that only a few women are found in the vari- 
ous colleges and higher institutions of learning 
in the country. 

During this time, Oberlin has graduated 579 
men and 620 women,—95 of the latter having 
graduated from the full classical course, with 
the first degree in the Arts. What is known as 
the Women's Course,” though distinct from 
the classical course, embraces many of the same 
studies, and, where sach is the case, the recita- 
tions} are held in the same class-room. © In an 


article by the Lady-Principal, Mrs. A. A. F. 


Johnston, she writes: What of these women, 
to whom Oberlin has given the privileges 
of a higher intellectual development? How 
have they stood the wear and tear? Surely 
they have been put to the test, for few 
of them have led inactive lives. eir names 
are to be fonnd as teachers in our common- 
schools, in our high-schools and seminaries, 
from Mexico to the woods of Canada, from the 
Pacific Coast to the Atlantic ; in our lists of mis- 
sionaries, both in the home and foreign field; 
as Professors in Female Medical Colleges; as 
founders of Asylums and Homes of Refuge; 
and as leaders in all benevolent enterprises. 
As regards the question of 
HEALTH, 

the figures show nothing that should displease 
any honest inquirer; but, on the other band, 
several facts that should encourage every advo- 
cate of the higher education for women. The 
Triennial Catalogue gives 60 as the number of 
deaths among the Alumna, and 59 among the 
Alumni. Thus the per cent is nearly the same,— 
if anything rather favoring the y-graduates. 
The most potent argument in favor of woman’s 
higher education is seen here in its operations. 
That as high a standing is reached by the young 
ladies in their classes as by the young men 
the class-books emphaticaliy testify. And 
this at no avparent sacrifice of health; 
for it is well known that the course has 
been a positive bleswing to some who have come 
here as invalids. The proverbial sallow face is 
the exception, and merry blondes and stately 
brunettes make the cilass-rooms and homes 
cheerful and pleasant. Oberlin furnishes no 
pleasanter sight than the daily assembling of its 
thousand students for evening prayers.” Fresh 
happy faces, the elastio step that it is said 
American women lack, the merry laugh, and, 
with these, the true ladylike bearing, character- 
ize the young lady-students of Oberlin, is this 
the result of a system of dietetics ? Not unless 
the substitution of beef for bonbons, spiritual 


meat for spiritual sugar-plums, mental activity 


for mental drowsiness, pore exertion for 
phvsical lassitude, be such system. Mind, and 
spirit, and body are the factors of life; and the 
development of one quickens the action of the 
others.

Rallying of Forces Against the 
Chandler Dictatorship.

The Republican Central Committee are in 
session here to-day, iaying their plans for the 
coming campaign in Michigan, and fixing the 
date for their State Nominating. Convention, 
which, it is understood, will be held in either 
July or August. A call for a Reform Conven- 
tion, of all who believe that both of the old par- 
ties have forfeited any claims they formerly pos- 
sessed upon public confidence, and that a new 
organization should be formed, in which the 
popular trust can be justly reposed, was issued 
two or three weeks ago, fixing Lansing as the 
place, and Aug. 6 as the time. The Democratic 
managers have as yet done nothing, and are 
watching to see the developments that shall fol- 
low these preliminary movements. There can 
be no question that the coming local canvass is 
destined to be the most important and the most 
exciting of any purely State contest which has 


taken place in Michigan in years. We elect in 


November a full State ticket, Congressmen, 
county officers, and a Legislature upon which 
will devolve the choice of a United States Sen- 
ator,—the seat now held by Mr. Chandler falling 
vacant in March next.

SOLDIERS’ HOMES. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: Congress, soon after the War, set aside 
several million dollars for the support of the 
disabled volunteer-soldiers of the late War. 

The Board of Managers was incorporated as 
the National Home for Disabled Volunteer- 
Soldiers.” There are nine Managers, exclusive 
of the President, Chief-Justice, and Secretary ef 
War, who are ex-officio members of the Board of 
Managers. 

I believe that the first Home was established 
in Maine, at an abandoned watering-place, where 
it takes about a thousand tons of coala year to 
keep the boys from freezing. 

The next Branch established was in Dayton, 


which was in Valandigham’s Congressions! Dis- 


trict, and the Home was taken from Columbus, 
when the State Home was located, and placed in 
Dayton, to defeat that Democrat and elect 
Schenck, which was done,—the veterans being 
allowed by State laws to vote. This 
was a beautiful idea, putting the Sol- 
diers’ Home in a doubtful district, and 
thus securing it to the Republicans. At the last 
Congressional election, the boys in blue held the 
balance of power, and dictated the nomination 
of Mr. Gunckel,—threatening to nominate Gen. 
Brown on the other side, and goforhim in a 
body, if their Local Manager was not nominated. 

The next Branch started was at Milwaukee, 
and the fear of not fillmg the Home was so great 
that any one who claimed that he had ever been 
in the army was taken in, whether he had been 
disabled in the service or not, 

Then came the Southern Branch, at Hampton, 
Va. This was for consumptives and the ‘‘col- 
ored troops who fought nobly;” and I believe 
that, as there is no large farm to sink money on 
in experimentiag, and as the coal-bills are small, 
the inmates are ported there at 4 less expense 
than at either of the others. 

The Board, in their annual to Con- 

„ make a great display of the number of 
men supported at the several Branches, There 
is, however, a constant change going on in the 

rsonnel of the inmates. en are constantly 
— transferred from one Branch to another; 
being discharged on the ground that, with the 
assistance of their pensions, they can — 
themselves, going away on furlough, de- 
serting. 

Bat the fact is, the whole system upon which 
the Homes are carried on is in direct o ition 
to social laws; and none of them, « h 
widely unlike, are, in any sense, Homes. No 
man who becomes an inmate, if he has a single 
spark of ambition to participate in the affairs of 
life, to remain a useful member of society, 
but expects to remain fonly temporarily. 
Every attempt which has been made to 
aggregate a large number 
large number of women together, has signally 
failed. This evil was seen at the Home in 
Maine, and an arrangement made to build cot- 
tages, where the men could earn something in 
the shoe-shops, and live with their families; 
which was fruitless, because the impracticable 
Deputy-Governor insisted upon the 
that each house should be liable to itary in- 
spection. It is creditable that not a man would 
accept the condition. It is reported that the 
Commandant in Maine bas particular regard for 
his fine blooded stock at the stable, feeding his 
colts and calves on milk while the men's dining- 
room has none. A species of contentment is en- 
forced there by keeping the men constantly at 
work. In Dayton, excitement is the order of 
the day. Receptions, concerts, plays, &c., make 
up the life. In Milwaukee, work and play are 
2 ternated. In Hampton, fishing is the occupa- 
on. : 

In organizing these Homes, the Managers 
floundered around considerably before finally 
settling down upon a line of policy to be 
sued. They had no exact precedent to follow. 
There was the Hotel des Invalides at Paris, and 
the Greenwich Hospital; but neither was found 


to be adapted to the purpose. Greenwich has 


since been abandoned as impracticable and more 
expensive than to support the veterans at home 
or in boarding-houses. When the Homes were 
first formed, the Board, in their periodical visits, 
would make buncombe-speeches to the inmates, 
telling them that these Homes were “heirs, 
bought by scars and wounds, and that the of- 
ficers were the soldiers’ servants, and, if they 
did not do their duty, they would be

The 
officers are now supported through thick 
and thin; and the men, taught by bitter experi- 
ence, seldom petition or complain to higher au- 
thority.

Not long since the Constitution republished 
from the Marietta Journal an account of the 
finding of the body of Mr, H. G. Turner in a 
creck in Pickens County, with his head split in 
twain. The article alluded to at its close stated 
that eight or fine murders had occurred in Pick- 
ens County since 1885, without a trial of any one. 
From a reliable citizen. of Pickens County we 
gather the following facts, showing that there 
has existed in that county a band of desperadoes 
whose deeds entitle them to rank with Marreli’s 
clan. Parties disappeared: mysteriously, leaving 
no trace behind them. 
On Tuesday, the Zist of April last, Mr. H. G. 
Turner visited a neighbor's house, and failing to 
return at the proper time, bis wife became un- 
easy, and made diligent inquiry as to his where- 
abouts. Search was made for him, but proved 
fruitless until Friday, when his body was found 
in Shoal Creek in the neighborhood of the Sharp 
Mountain © settlement, weighed don with 
ponderous rocks and his head split wide open, 
Several days after the find: of. the body, sus- 
picion pointed to John Edwards; a boy of 16 
years of age, as the guilty party. He confessed 
to the deed, and that his brother, Vester Ed- 
wards (some older than himself), assisted him. 
On the day of the killing they got Turner drunk, 
and, while he was in a drunken stupor, con- 
ceived the plan of killing him in — — an 
old dge against him. Vester split or 8 
skull wit an ax. Vester fled to Texas and John

peared, and although he was supposed to 
have been murdered, his body: was never 
found until some time in February or March, 
1874, when he was discovered, much decomposed, 
by the sons of H. G. Turner, whose death is re- 
corded above. The boys reported their discov- 
ery to their father, and he told them to hush. it 
up and say nothing gbout it. Soon after the 
remains were removed by some nown parties 
and has never been found since. Since then it 
has been discovered that Edwards, the mur- 
dered man; had property, and that it was divided 
among the gang, some five or six in number. A 
portion of the property was brought down near 
this ¢ity and sold. For prudential reasons we 
refrain irom giving the names of the members 
of the gang for the present. 

One of H. G. ‘Turner's sons sold out his prop- 
erty preparatory to going West, and it was 
found out by other members of the gang (he 
being one, it is said) that ne had realized quite a 
sum of money. They conspired, therefore, to 
kill him and obtain his money. ey called on 
a man named Evans to assist them in their 
murderous operations, who, being v¥ 
consented. The party got everything in 
readiness and called for Evans. But in the 
mean time he had sobered off, and when 
they came he declined to take part with 
them, assigning that he waa a white man 
and no murderer, and declaring that he 
would blow on the last one of them if they 
did not desist. They desisted from carrying out 
their fell purpose as to young Turner, but

dead on the roadside, suffocated by a stick 
twisted round his neck, and beaten severely. on 
the breast with a maul. A Coroner's inquest 
was held, but hie body was not examined by a. 
‘physician. The jury returned a verdict of death 
from causes unknown to them.

MODIFY THE IMPRESSION. 
It will show that the prevalent desire is not for 
Inflation specially, but for anything that will 
give some promise of relief from hard times.” 
As a rule, it may be said that whatever preference 
exists among the people of Missouri for Inflation 
is a preference by iufererice, so to speak. 
That is to say, those who want Inflation want it 
solely because they have been told, or have them- 
selves hastily supposed, that it would bring 
them relief from the hard times.” There is po 
pettled, deliberate opinion, founded upon careful 
inquiry and investigation, that Inflation is the 
best policy for the country. On the contrary, I 
find that, since the President's veto, many men,

Now, I speak by the book in this matter. I 
know what I say when I state that there is in 
Missouri a decided and wide-spread revulsion of 
sentiment and opinion on this subject ; and 
that it is growing every day. As I have been a 
‘personal witness of the processes by which it 
has been produced, 1 to give an account 
of them, simple though — be. Ido this, not 
‘only to give assura nee of the correctness of my 
statement as to the fact that such a revulsion is 
oceurring, but also as a matter of useful 
information to those who have not 

similar opportunity of observing 
the variations of popular opinion 
on this important subject. As will be seen, too 
this account is necessary to the elucidation and 
confirmation of what I shall have to say about 
the approaching political campaign in the several 
Oovgressional Districts of this State.

Finance,— 
bankers and brokers, especially. In most of 
such ‘cases, the men who were consulted were 
not interested in the Inflation seheme,—were 
men whose occupation had made them familiar 
with the fundamental 1 of the philos- 
ophy of Finance; and their talks with these 
cautious farmers served to confirm and elucidate 
the views set forth in the President's veto- 
message. 

Onee started * the process of investiga- 
tion, and furvished with a few central, basilar 
pribciples, the sturdy common-sense of the lead- 
men iu each neighborhood easily corrected the 
late erroneous notions which had inclined them 
to. favor Inflation as a means of relieving hard 
times.

THIS PLAIN FASHION : 
Gold and silver are the world’s currency, 
which we must use in all our dealings with toe 
world. The value of our bonds, and of eur 
greenbacks and National Bank notes, as well as 
the value of our wheat and corn, will be meas- 
ured by gold and silver. Our greenbacks and 
bank-notes, therefore, are notin reality money. 
They are simply promises to 
money, and they have value only be- 
cause people have faith that the money 
they promise will be paid. The fact that they 
are not valued dollar for dollar with money 
shows that they are at a disadvantage, for some 
reason or other.

Infla- 
tion is not the way to specit-payment; and 
the increase of greenbacke and National-Bank 
notes, as matters now stand, is not the way to 
farnish the country more: money, nor to relieve 
the bard times.”

“The nominations of the Springfield Conven- 
vention, which seemed to be the smallest part 
of that body’s business, were Thomas S. Ridge- 
way, of Gallatin, for State Treasurer, and 
William B. Powell, of Kane, for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. Mr. Ridgeway is a banker 
in Shawneetown. Neither gentleman has ever 
figured prominently in State polities. The Cook 
County delegation were at once ungallant and in- 
sincere in their treatment of Miss Willard, whom 
they putin nomination for Superintendent of 
Miss Wiilard received 124 
votes on the first ballot, which was a larger 
number than was given to any other candidate.

The new Collector of Boston, Butler's man 
Simmons, has just received an intimation of the 
President's displeasure, although he is hardly 
warm in his seat. Simmons has been engaged in 
cleaning ont his suberdinates and appointing 
new ones, and among those whom he discharged 
was Col. Orson Moulton, the weigher, a very 
capable man, and a man who is esteemed very 
highly. His friends made cousiderable stir 
about the matter, and, asthe excitement began 
to grow uncomfortable about the Collector's 
ears, he sent for Moulton, and, telling him 
he was not previously aware of his 
services and character, promised to do some- 
thing forhim. This did not satisfy his friends, 
and they appealed to the President, who instant- 
ly directed the Hon. George F. Hoar to inform 
Simmons that Moulton must be restored to his 
position at once. Mr. Hoar promptly sent a dis- 
patch to Simmons notifying him that the Presi- 
dential order was peremptory and that Mr. 
Moulton could accept no other position. It is 
to be presumed that Mr. Butler's man will here- 
after move a little more cautiously. 


Our Washington dispatches of this morning

ILLINOIS AND INDIANA. | 

The Republicans of Lilinois and Indiana held 
their State Conventions yesterday at Springticid 
and Indianapolis, and came to somewhat dis- 
cordant conclusions on the currepey question. 
The Illinois Convention adopted three reso- 
lutions: (1) Opposing any repeal of the Legal- 
Tender act; (2) in favor of free banking; (3): 

That we reaffirm the declaration of the National Re- 
publican Convention of 1872, in favor of a return to 
specie payments at the earliest practicanle day. 

The Committee on Resolutions had reported 
an additional clause, in these words: 


That we are opposed to any increase of legal-tender 
notes, and in favor of the gradual retirement of the 


same as the volume of National Bank notes shall be 


increased. 

This clause was stricken out by the Conven- 
tion, after a somewhat excited debate. 

The platform of the party, therefore, stands in 
favor of free banking and of specie payments 
at the earliest practicable day.” The National 
Repubiican platform of 1872, which.is pretended 
to be reaffirmed, says a speedy resump- 
tion of specie payments.” There is «a 
material difference in the 
The platform of 1872, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the President’s yeto and his memoran- 
dum to Jones, would amount to an indorsement 
of those documents in the main, whereas specie 
payments at the earliest practicable day” leaves a 
gap for the imagination as wide as from July to 
eternity. Nevertheless the platform, in this par- 
ticular, is better than that adopted by the Con- 
vention held at Springfield one week previously. 
The clause which was rejected would have re- 
lieved it of all ambiguity, and would have en- 
titled it to higher respect than it will now re- 
ceive. 

The Indiana Republicans, on the other hand, 
have pronounced for inflation, both by a resolu- 
tion to that effect and by a special indorsement 
of the course of Senator Morton. (Senator 
Logan was not similarly favored.) The resolu- 
tion is a curiosity in its way, but of its meaning 
there can be no doubt. It calls for free banking 
and for such an increase of currency, to be dis- 
tributed between the different sections of 
the country, according to population, as will 
“avoid” the possibility of capitalists control- 
ling the currency of the country. This would 
seem to call, first, fora free banking law; seo- 
ond, for an igsue of greenbacks, te be bestowed 
upon the people pro rata, according to the last 
census, in euch amounts as will prevent capital- 
ists from controlling capital! All this is to be 
done in such manner as not to impair the credit 
or honor of the nation! A most lucid and val- 
unable conception, truly. But there is no 
mistaking its meaning, even without the 
emphatic commendation of the course of 
Senator Morton. Neither in’ phraseology nor 
in ideas is this platform a whit better than that 
of the Farmers’ Convention at Indianapolis last 
week. There is not a pin to choose between 
them. Both contain the germs of repudiation. 
It would not be at all ising if it should turn 
out (nine years after the War) that the only 
party in Indiana in favor of an honest payment 
of the public debt is the Democratic party. But 
we will not anticipate. The Democrats may 
adopt a similar platform—in which case it will be 
the duty of those who are in favor of an honest 
currency to hold a convention and nominate a 
ticket of their own. 

There is a blue outlook for the Republican 
party in both these States. In Illinois, the party 
has been demcralized by its leaders, and the 
leaders are now demoralized by theparty. Hav- 
ing been told by their Senators and Congress- 
men that the stagnation of business is due to 
a lack of currency, many of their voters will now 
drift away to the party which promises to give 
them more currency. With what face can Logan 
and Oglesby entreat them to stand by the party

THE DISTRICT INVE!'TIGATION. 
The result of the District of (Jolumbia investi- 
gation has been given in the columns of this 
paper. The investigation wies so protracted, 


.and the time for making thie report so short, 


that the Committee have bee: unable to give 
any more than a brief statemen t of their conclu- 
sions, with some recommendati ms for the tem- 
porary protection of the public interests, pend- 
ing the abolition of the present and the substi- 
tution of another Government. 

The Committee find that the: Government of 
the District, at a very early diay in its history, 
delegated its general authority’, in all things 
pertaining to expenditures, to th ® Vice-President 
of the Board of Public Works, M r. Shepherd, and 
that from that time, in October, 1871, Mr. Shep- 
herd has been absolute ruler arc! dictator; that 
there has been no pretense of atti:1opt on his part, 
orof that of his associates, to comply with any 
formal regulation; there have been no meetings 
of the Board, no anditing of bills or expendi- 
tures, no balancing of the Treasi irer’s accounts ; 
in fact, no aecounting and: respo asibility on the 
part of any officer whatever; and that at this 
time the accounts of the officers are in such 
hopeless confusion that the Coimuittee recom- 
mend the appointment of two accowtants to take 
possession of the books and report the actual 
facts at the next session. 

The act of Congress expressly limited and re- 
strained the District Government from incurring 
any debt in excéss of $10,000,000. Nevertheless 
that Government, in supreme con tempt for the 
law and disregard of ita resirictioi 28, have con- 
tracted a debt which, so far as has been ascer- 
tained, exceeds $20,000,000, and is far in excess 
of the ability of the District to pay. The original 
comprehensive plan of improvement” was es- 


the real condition of many things which the 


Committee have not had time te examine in de- 


tail at this session. 

The Committee call attention to the fact that, 
though this system was begun in 1871, the House

A MODEL ASSEMBLY. 

The scenes enacted by the representatives of 
the French nation during the past few weeks 
show plainly enough of what mercurial stuff 
Frenchmen are made. When, about the begin- 
ning of the month, M. Brisson, a Re- 
publican, moved the rejection of the 
Electoral bill, which would strike from 
the electoral roll the names of all 
the young men in France between, the ages of 
21 and 24, he said that to tamper with the suf- 
frage in the manner proposed by the bill would 
be to put a weapon into the hands ot the fatal 
party which led France from the 2d of December 
to Sedan.” Whereupon M. Levert, a Bonapart- 
ist, shouted in reply: Never mind; the day is 
close at hand when we shall put à gag in your 
months; and, as if to suit the action to 
the words, a number of the extreme Radicals 
sprang up and rushed across the floor as 
if to begin the gagging process then 
and there with their fists. Nor did 
the Imperialists show their backs. They rushed 
forward to join fisticuffs with the Radicals, and 
would actually have come to blows bad it not 
been for the Deputies ef the Right, who inter- 
fered to prevent a collision. When on the 3d, 


| Ledru-Rollin was announced to speak in the 


Assembly, the utmost eagerness was displayed 
to hear him. As muchas $25 in gold was paid 
for tickets of admission to the Assembly.

As he proceeded he was interrupted, now by 
‘loud protestations from the Bonapartists, and 
now by “laughter on the Right and among the 
Centres; occasionally by loud laughter from 
the Left,” and by loud cheers from the same 
quarter; sometimes by cries of “non- 
sense!” on the Right, and by the 
assurance that there was no monarchy 
by divine right;“ by “‘uprcar;” by “renewed 


laughter and uproar ;” by loud and prolonged 


noise; by advice yelled to him to “go and tell 
that at Berlin;“ by cries of the “‘guillotine!” 
and of ‘‘ctuff! stuff!” and by invitations to do- 
fine the words he was using, etc. There 1s evi- 
dently one thing in which the French Republic 
beats the United States—in its parliamentary 
dignity on excited occasions.

THE BRUSSELS CONGRESS. 

An International Congress will be held in 
Brussels next month to devise ways and means 
to make war more humane. It is not intended 
primarily, if indeed at all, to discuss arbitration. 
Its decisions will be authoritative. They will have 
the [force of international law, and not 
be mere recommendations, to be followed or 
neglected as best suits the interests of belliger- 
ents. The principal points to be treated 
are: What missiles of war shall be 
interdicted, and what measures shall be taken 
to insure a more humane treatment of prison- 
ers. Some years back it was proposed to 
employ im battle explosive bullets, which would 
not only wound and disable, but tear the body of 
the poor viotim to pieces. It is to the credit of 
the Emperor of Russia that he refused to hear 
of the introduction of this infernal machine. 
When a soldier is simply disabled by the enemy 
all is gained that cam be gained by war. Tho un- 
fortunate man, so far as his belligerent capabili- 
ties are concerned, is as good as dead. 
What sense, to say nothing of the 
humanity of it, there would be in tearing his 
suffering body to pieces, when by so doing 
he is not rendered one whit less dangerous to 
the enemy, it is impossible to discover.

ler is towed up the river without steam on. The 
Captain of the propelter testified that he only 
had enough steam on to be ready to obey any 
signals the Captain of the tug might make, 
and not enough to propel the boat at all.

A tug 
would not be liable for damages done by vessels 
in their tow, whether lashed alongside or drawn 
by hawsers, unless the injury was owing to want 
of care or skill on be of the tug in perform- 
ing her duties. If the jury believed from the 
evidence that the propeller had steam up while 
in tow of the tug, and that the former could 
have stop herself before she reached the 
bridge, and that the accident was not attributa- 
ble to the tug, then the verdict must be for the 
defendants.

Dr De Koven named four 22 Clyer- 
ault, Browa, Lewis, and another; and asked if it 
it would not be brotherly for him, De Koven, to 
nominate the most acceptable, aod for him 
(Kemper) to second tue nomination, 
and thereby unite tne discordant element. 
Dr. Kemper, it is asserted, was moved 
by the appeal, and said he would 
think the matter over. Subsequently he sug- 
gested one of the four to his friends, but they 
would not give their concurrence, and De Koven 
was told that the programme could not be car- 
ried out. Dr. Kemper was not present during 
either the mor or afternoon session,—at 
least, did not show himself,—aad his absence or 
silence was attributed to his supporters, who 
were determined to vote for him, and wisbed to 
keep him out of the way, so that he would 
not withdraw, which the De Koven party 
say he wo have done, being 3 
very modest and sensitive man, after 
the second ballot, the result showing him that 
there was a dead-lock and no hope of his elec- 
tion. Previous to the commencement of the 
evening session, the delegates who loitered on 
the sidewalk in front of the Cathedral, discussed 
the situation. 
CONSIDERABLE TEMPER 
was shown by sume of tae disputants, it being 
stated by ihe De Kovenites that they had offered 
to compromise, aud that the Kemperiies were 
unwilling to settle the controversy.

THE NEW BISHOP. 

Dr. Edward Welies. D. D., was born in Water- 
loo, N. ¥., and is about 45 years of age. He 
graduated at Hobart Coilege, — X., m 
1835. and for two years subsequently was tutor 
iu Devereaux College, at the Suspension Bridge. 
He was ordained by Bishop cy, and went 
to Minnesota in 1857, taking charge of Christ 
Church, at Red Wing, where he has remained 
ever Since He w represented to be a man 
of super. xr intellectual attainments, and his 
labors in the parish have demonstrated that he 
possesses executive and financial abilities of a 
high order—qualifications indispensable in a 
Bishop. He nas the respect of all who know 
him, and his election will undoubtedly be satis- 
factory to the Episcopaiians of Wisconsin. 

The delegates are jubilant over the unex- 
pected happy termination of the controversy, 
and several of them predicted that unity would 
once more prevail in the diocese, and the work 
of the Church progress harmoniously. 

THE CONSECRATION. 

Dr. Welles will be consecrated at the next 
session of toe General Convention, which will be 
held in the City of New York in October.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The Bricklayers of Bosten Mold a 
Meeting. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., June 17.—A meeting of about 
150 brickiayers was held at Hospitalier Hall this 
evening, at which the affairs of that crade were 
considered. Among other things, it was stated 
that whea bricklayers received their full price 
of $4 per day, and were steady, they could only 
make about 200 working days in the year, and 
make their eacnings $3800, but at the present 
time the Union men were working for $3, 
and the prospect was that, when winter came, 
wages would be still lower and many would be 
without any employment. If a majority of the 
brickiayers would unite and simply demand au 
advanced price for their work, there would be 
no difficulty in obtaining better terms. Speeches 
were also made in favor of a Union, which should 
combine for a price, care for its members, and 
take work to be done by the Society under the 
direction of competent masters.

June 17.—The bricklayers’ strike 
has so far produeed no result satisfactory to 
either the strikers or their late employers.
